He ftill continues to have teveral retrenched Polts 
near the Borders of the Teffin, which oditrudt the Navi- 
gation of that River, tothe great Detriment of the Spani- 
atds. They again report, that they will open the Trench- 
es before the Caftle of Milgn the litter End of this Month. 
It is not as yet inveted in Form; they have made no Line 
of Circamvallation, nor is ali the Cannon requilite arri- 
ved. Th’'s Siege has been hitherto delayed upon various 
Pretences; but it is plain, the true Reafon of not under- 
taking it is the Wantofa fufficient Number of ‘Troops to 
keep in Check the Armies of Prince Lichteuftvin and M. 
Pallavicini during the Siege. This Reafon will be of 
more Weight every Day, as the Auftrian Reinforcements 
are continually arriving. The Spaniards are ftrengthen- 
ing themtelves upon the Adda, and are endeavouring to

At the Bottom, 
Things are far enough trom being deiperate here ; Field 
Marthall Bathiani may very well ailemble here from 
70 to 90,000 Men, of as good Troops as any in Europe,

{tore us to all we have loft, and enable us to balance 
Accounts with France at once.
